DAVID  SULLIVAN 


This  afternoon  as  we,  the  graduating  class  of  1954,  are 
gathered  here,  the  culmination  of  our  high  school  and  indeed 
our  public  school  activities  is  but  two  days  away.  As  we 
looked  forward  to  these  moments  in  our  earlier  years,  the 
road  appeared  long  and  the  way  steep;  but  from  the  new 
perspective  which  we  have  now  attained  from  our  present 
position,  that  way  was  not  so  steep  that  it  could  not  be 
conquered,  the  time  spent  was  comparatively  short,  and  the 
profit  obtained  has  been  beyond  measure. 

Whether  you  realize  it  or  not,  for  twelve  years  we  have 
been  an  integral,  living  part  of  one  of  the  most  important 
institutions  of  America — an  educational  system  that  is  open 
to  all  regardless  of  race,  color,  or  creed,  affording  each  one 
an  equal  opportunity  to  gain  from  it  all  that  there  is  within 
his  power  to  absorb. 

This  educational  opportunity  is  important  to  our  way  of  life 
because  it  is  one  of  the  leading  factors  distinguishing  a 
democracy  from  a  totalitarian  state  no  matter  under  what 
label  that  state  may  exist — whether  it  be  Nazi,  Fascist,  or  Communist.  We  believe  in  education,  not 
indoctrination — there  is  the  difference.  Our  system  teaches  us  to  think  and  reason,  not  merely  to 
accept  everything  that  is  told  us  as  being  the  pure,  unquestionable  truth.  The  ability  of  all  its  future 
citizens  to  reason  clearly  is  all-important  to  any  government.  A  man  subjected  to  only  one  point  of 
view  will  never  be  able  to  reason  clearly  or  think  objectively,  and  mob  instincts  are  all  too  often 
disastrous.  It  is,  therefore,  of  prime  importance  that  our  educational  system  be  continued  with  the 
same  high  standards  as  of  the  past,  expanded  and  improved  wherever  possible,  for  it  is  a  mighty 
weapon  when  used  to  further  the  ends  of  a  better  way  of  life.  Indeed,  the  power  of  education 
must  never  be  underestimated. 

I  said  earlier  that  the  profit  from  our  education  is  immeasurable.  By  that  I  meant  that  it  is  the  very 
foundation  upon  which  the  success  of  our  later  lives  will  be  built,  and  a  building  can  not  possibly 
be  strong  if  set  upon  a  weak  and  unstable  base.  This  strong  foundation  is  vital.  In  the  world  which 
we  are  about  to  enter,  success  will  not  come  easily.  Those  people  who  do  not  have  to  struggle  for 
the  things  they  hope  to  obtain  in  the  highly  competitive  world  of  today  are  very  few.  With  most  people, 
there  may  be  failures  even  though  these  may  be  only  temporary.  Indeed,  there  is  some  profit  to  be 
gained  from  all  defeats,  which,  incidentally,  are  also  a  part  of  our  education,  since  there  is  something 
to  be  learned  in  each  setback  we  encounter,  no  matter  how  great  or  small.  It  is  the  truly  successful 
man  who  can  build  lasting  victories  from  knowledge  obtained  through  his  past  experiences. 

For  those  who  are  able  to  obtain  it,  the  importance  of  a  higher  education  can  not  be  stressed  enough. 
Life  is  not  so  short  that  time  can  not  be  spared  to  strengthen  and  enlarge  the  foundation.  The  greater  this 
foundation,  the  larger  the  superstructure  which  can  be  built  upon  it!  Opportunities  are  many  in  those 
fields  which  require  additional  education  and  greater  training.  Skilled  men  will  be  needed  for  the 
future,  but  let  us  not  forget  that  a  leader  can  go  nowhere  unless  he  has  followers.  We  can  not 
all  be  leaders,  but  those  of  us  who  are  followers  must  not  look  down  upon  our  roles;  rather  we  must 
accept  them  gracefully  and  provide  our  officials  with  all  the  assistance  they  will  need  in  the  times 
to  come. 

Let  us  all,  however,  whether  continuing  our  education  or  not,  whether  leaders  or  followers,  strive 
through  hard  and  honest  work  to  improve  our  lives  and  our  way  of  life  a  little  each  day  of  our 
existence.  Goals  worth  attaining  are  worth  working  for! 

We  are  now  simply  a  high-school  graduating  class,  but  in  a  short  span  of  years,  the  fate  of  civilization 
can  well  be  in  our  hands.  Some  of  our  generation  will  be  the  leaders  of  one  of  the  most  momentous 
ages  of  mankind.  This  is  why  training  is  of  such  great  importance.  Our  generation  must  be  ready  to 
accept  responsibility.  We  are  indeed  entering  a  critical  time  in  the  history  of  our  nation.  The  tragic 
mistakes  of  the  past  are  at  last  beginning  to  overtake  us,  while  we  are  still  too  close  to  judge  accurately 
the  decisions  of  the  present.  The  legacy  that  has  been  handed  to  us  from  past  generations  is  in  some 
ways  not  an  admirable  one,  but  it  is  up  to  us  to  take  our  tasks  in  stride  without  complaint.  Today,  we

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PRESIDENT'S  ADDRESS 


To  many  of  us,  what  is  about  to  take  place  is  an  entirely 
new  experience  and  to  others,  a  familiar  one.  Quite  naturally, 
this  will  always  be  a  memorable  day  for  us,  the  graduates 
of  the  Class  of  1954.  It  is  one  of  the  most  important  days  of 
our  lives.  Why  is  this  so? — There  are  many  reasons. 

Graduation  is  not  merely  receiving  a  diploma,  which  to 
many  is  nothing  but  a  piece  of  paper  with  signatures.  Gradu- 
ation is  a  great  step  forward,  a  step  being  taken  by  thousands 
of  other  graduating  classes  of  both  high  schools  and  colleges. 
In  a  sense,  we  are  still  immature,  as  up  until  now  we  have 
been  guided  and  led  by  the  hand.  Indeed,  while  self-reliance 
has  been  encouraged,  it  has  not  been  insisted  upon.  A  few 
of  us  may  find  it  quite  difficult  to  adjust  ourselves  to  new 
ways  of  life.  Now  is  the  time — now  is  our  opportunity  to 
prove  that  we  have  what  it  takes  to  go  out  on  our  own  and 
live  up  to  our  high  standards  which  we  have  chosen.  Shall 
we  live  up  to  our  great  expectations  and  those  of  our  par- 
ents? Time — and  time  alone — will  tell! 

Together  with  time,  there  will  be  many  obstacles  which  will  confront  us.  Many  of  us  invariably  agree 
that  the  present  status  of  world  affairs  will  be  a  predominating  factor.  The  young  graduates  of  today 
— particularly  boys — those  aspiring  to  institutions  of  higher  learning — are  the  ones  who  suffer  most 
from  this  adverse  condition.  The  thought  of  many  a  boy  is:  "Should  I  go  to  college  and  take  my  chances 
that  I'll  be  able  to  finish  before  being  called  into  the  service?" 

We  shall  have  two  outstanding  tasks  to  perform:  namely,  preparing  ourselves  for  later  life,  and  joining 
with  others  in  an  effort  to  make  this  a  better  world.  It  can  not  be  said  that  one  is  more  important  than 
the  other.  They  are  on  an  equal  basis.  The  first  is  an  attempt  to  make  ourselves  fit  to  live  with  others, 
and  the  second  is  an  attempt  to  make  all  peoples  of  the  world  friends. 

Men  from  all  walks  of  life  are  constantly  discussing  world  conditions  and  problems  and  have 
approached  them  from  many  angles.  No  one  knows  how  near  or  how  far  away  the  satisfactory 
solution  may  be;  we  can  only  hope  for  a  successful  settlement. 

If  we  should  look  back  as  far  as  1776,  when  our  forefathers — such  great  men  as  Washington,  Jefferson, 
Hamilton,  and  the  like — brought  forth  the  "Declaration  of  Independence"  and  later  still,  "The  Constitu- 
tion," the  Supreme  Law  of  the  Land,  we  should  immediately  realize  the  great  debt  that  all  citizens  of  the 
United  States  owe  to  their  forefathers.  These  great  men,  too,  had  many  difficult  problems  to  solve. 

Economic  development  also  has  played  and  is  playing  a  major  part  in  the  lives  of  all  our  citizens.  Just 
stop  to  consider  the  progress  made  since  1775.  In  travel,  we  have  gone  from  the  Conestoga  wagon  to 
the  present  day  automobiles,  trains,  and  airplanes;  in  illumination,  we  have  gone  from  candlelight 
to  the  fluorescent  lamps  of  today;  in  communications,  we  have  gone  from  the  Post  in  the  days  of  the 
poet  Cowper  to  the  telegraph,  the  telephone,  and  the  wireless. 

There  are  many  other  things  which  could  be  taken  into  consideration  to  illustrate  how  many  conven- 
iences and  luxuries  we  have  today.  Yet,  are  we  satisfied?  There  are  other  discoveries  and  develop- 
ments— the  A-bomb  and  the  H-bomb,  for  example.  Science  is  producing  such  overwhelming  power  that 
the  men  and  nations  of  today  face  an  uncertain  future. 

Recent  wars  have  cost  many  lives.  Is  it  a  crazed  mind,  plagued  by  bellicose  thoughts,  that  drives 
some  of  the  inhabitants  of  our  world  of  today  to  bring  about  these  tragic  conditions,  or  is  it  simply  a 
morbid  propensity  to  world  domination  and  power  that  has  resulted  in  this  present  state  of  affairs? 
Both  of  these  are  possible  answers,  but  there  may  be  others.  We,  as  individuals,  are  not  possessed  with 
such  great  intelligence  or  ability  or  power  that  we  may  simply  raise  our  hands  and  say  to  these 
maladjusted  personalities,  "Cease,  and  let  the  world  be  peaceful."  It  would  truly  be  wonderful  if  you 
or  I  could  do  so,  but  unquestionably,  we  can  not,  for  anything  that  we  desire  strongly  or  crave  more 
than  any  other  thing  does  not  come  merely  by  wishing!

This  year's  basketball  team,  facing  the  top  clubs  in  Eastern 
Massachusetts  during  the  regular  season,  completed  their  third 
season  under  Coach  Gordon  McKernan  with  one  of  the  finest 
records  in  B.  H.  S.  hoop  history.

Success  is  the  word  for  this  year's  swimming  team,  the  first  since 
before  the  war.  Co-captains  Carl  Woolley  and  "Ricky"  Ham, 
under  their  capable  coach,  Mr.  William  T.  Parsons,  led  the  way 
to  many  individual  and  team  honors.  The  team  took  third  place 
in  the  Massachusetts  State  Championship  after  just  missing  top 
honors  by  a  last-minute  disqualification.  They  made  an  excellent 
showing  at  the  Brown  Interscholastics  by  getting  fifth  place,  and 
they  also  scored  highly  in  the  New  England  Championships.  It 
must  be  said  that  Carl  Woolley  was  the  stellar  attraction  in 
individual  honors.

are  living  in  the  shadows  of  conflicts  that  have  come  close  to  the  lives  of  all  of  us.  We  have  become 
accustomed  to  the  strange  names  of  distant  battlefields,  that  only  a  few  short  years  ago  would  have 
meant  nothing  to  us.  They  may  not  always  be  so  strange  and  remote  as  they  are  at  the  present  in 
a  world  split  into  two  armed  camps.  It  would  be  foolishness  to  believe  that  a  structure  which  has 
been  crumbling  for  years  can  be  hastily  repaired  or  rebuilt  with  an  overnight  effort,  and  that  we 
shall  be  able  to  establish  a  Utopia  on  earth  in  a  negligible  amount  of  time,  but  it  is  pessimistic  folly 
to  believe  that  we  have  nothing  to  look  forward  to  but  the  ultimate  destruction  and  annihilation  of 
mankind.  As  I  have  said  earlier,  we  can  not  rebuild  overnight  what  has  been  falling  for  decades, 
but  we  can  see  that  our  world  crumbles  no  further  and  we  can  prepare  our  groundwork  for  the 
rebuilding  before  it  is  too  late — the  needed  groundwork  for  a  lasting  peace  among  nations  which 
profess  to  be  civilized,  but  give  little  external  evidence  of  this  fact. 

These  are  the  challenges  which  confront  us  on  this  afternoon  and  with  which  we  shall  soon  come  into 
contact.  Let  us  not  look  back  on  the  mistakes  of  the  past,  but  rather  forward  to  the  triumphs  of  the  life 
which  lies  ahead.  Let  us  build  our  structures  of  success  with  such  lasting  strength  that  our  legacy 
to  coming  generations  will  be  an  admirable  one.  Let  us  not  be  like  the  mole,  blind,  groping  in  the 
darkness,  never  quite  knowing  where  he  is.  Instead,  let  us  fix  our  eyes  to  the  horizon,  upon  the  future 
which  lies  open  before  us.  It  is  there.  It  is  ours.  And,  by  the  grace  of  God,  we  shall  find  our  place  in  it! 
A  challenging  world!

What  is  the  real  answer?  Are  we  to  go  on  in  this  present-day  world  of  ours,  in  which  everyone  could 
well  have  everything  to  live  for  and  yet  can  not  attain  this  long-awaited  goal?  Are  we  to  assume  an 
apathetic  viewpoint  and  let  come  what  may?  Again,  here  is  a  debatable  point.  Some  of  us  are  content 
to  sit  back  and  let  things  stand  as  they  are,  for  fear  that  we  may  incriminate  ourselves  or  for  fear  that 
conditions  may  even  take  a  turn  for  the  worse.  We  know  that  our  job  is  to  do  all  we  can  and  not 
let  ourselves  be  influenced  by  pessimists  who  believe  that  nothing  can  be  done. 

Our  efforts  and  our  efforts  alone  may  deliver  us  from  this  chaotic  condition  of  world  affairs.  We  must  be 
inexorable!  We  must  work  together,  faithfully  and  incessantly,  and  at  the  same  time,  we  must  pray 
solemnly  and  fervently.  With  the  help  and  grace  of  God,  the  world  may  someday  be  a  really  peaceful 
place  in  which  to  live!
